Dr, V.C.Kelford, of Waterloo, lowa, 
addressed a very interested audience 
in Hirtle’s Thearte, when he dealt with 
his subject: “Can Hitler Become a 
World Emperor?” 

Firstly he dealt with from a 
stand point of reason in which he 
gave 11 points why Hitler could not 
conquer Britain, let alone the resi or | 
the Democratic World. He pointed 
out among other things that Hitler's 
weapon of attack was surprise and 
treachery.

they had to enlarge the place and they 
started to serve chicken dinners.Now 
they have a dining room that seats 
6500 and several smaller ones.  Peo- 
ple start coming at about eleven o' 
clock and keep coming until about nine 
at night. Hundreds are served on a 
Sunday. Parties wait only’ about 
five minutes until they are called to a 
table. They also sell chickens cut 
up and ready for the table. Jellies 
and jams made by the ladies of the 
community are sold at a reasonable 
price, Waitresses are girls from the 
community and ladies of the commun- 
ity help to do the work. 

Down around Santa Ana there are 

orange groves on every hand. ‘There 
are also walnut groves, avacado groves 
and almond groves, All down through 
that country there are acres of lima 
lima beans and cotton fields . 
_ The flowering trees interested me 
very much. ‘There are a great many 
which are very beautiful . Anything 
grows prolifically there if it gets en- 
Ough water. Fruits and vegetables 
are very cheap. 

I Was so surprised to find out how 
mild it was. One always had to 
take his coat along if he were going to 
be out after the sun went down and 
it goes down there considerably ear- 
lier than here. 

I left Santa Ana and went cn down 
to San Diego to visit another friend 
It Was lovely there, being such a tem- 
perate climate.

FALL RYE FOR PASTURE 
(Experimental Farm News) 
eee 

Fall rye has proved to be one of the 
best crops for early spring pasture 
Seeded as early as August fal 
rye will usually provide some fall pas 
ture that year, but if seeded later than 
September 15th it should not be graz 
ed until the following spring, states 
F. Nowosad. Division of Forage 
Plants, Dominion Experimental Farms 
Service, 

Fall rye seeded alone in the spring 
is not a very good supplementary pas 
ture to a permanent summer pasture 
but if seeded in a mixture with outs 
it will produce good yields of nutrit 
ious and palatable forage. At first, 
the bulk of the forage will be oats, al 
though even at that time the fall rye 
will give a good “bottom” to the pas 
ture. If not grazed too close, fall rye 
will continue to supply considerable 
pasture until freeze-up. 

The use of fall rye for early spring 
pasture is becoming increasingly pop- 
ular, In experiments conducted at 
most Branch Experimental Stations 
and at Ottawa, fall rye has provided 
trom two to four weeks of early spring 
pasture, if judiciously handled, and 
was ready at least two weeks belore 
other pastures could be grazed. 

Following early spring pasture 
land may be plowed, cultivated 
geeded to other crops such as corn, 
millet, sudan grass or rape. In this 
Way it is possible to grow fall rye ior 
pasture without seriously changing 
the usual crop rotation.. 

Fall rye should be seeded at 1 
to 2 bushels if seeded alone or at 
bushel if seeded in a mixture with 2 
bushels of oats per acre. 

The varieties recommended are M. 
©. 614, Rosen and Crown for the very 
earliest pastures, 
ment that prevailed prior to the war. | 
The basic reforms that were needed 
then will be needed when peace comes.

PRONG-HORNED ANTELOPE IN 
IN IEMISKAM NATIONAL PARK 
OR 
THE FIRST HELIOGRAPH 


—":0::— 


Man may flatter hilself that he was] 


the first inventor of the heliograph for 
flash communication— but he is 
wrong. The prong-horned antelope has 
been using this form of signalling for 
perhaps thousands of generations be- 
fore it was dreamed of by mankind. 
You have only to visit Nemiskam Na- 
tional Park, in southern Alberta, 
where more than 70 of these beauti- 
ful but timid creatures are enjoying 
sanctuary, to realize what an_ effect: 
ive danger signal nature has provided 
for them. 

The heliograph consists of white 
rump-patches composed of hair grad- 
ed from short in the eentre to long at 
the outside edges. Under the skin of 
each patch is a circular muscle by 
means of which the hair can in a mom: 
ent be raised and spread radially into 
two great, blooming chrysanthemums 
more or less flattened at the centre, 
In the bright sunlight these patches 
flash far across the open prairie, giv- 
ing the alarm signal to other members 
of the herd and warning them of the 
presence of an intruder. At once the 
whole herd speeds across the prairie, 
and with this good start, few, if any, 
enemies can overtake them. 

Undoubtedly this method of com- 
munication has been of great service 
to the species, for the natural range 
of the prong-horned antelope is usual- 
ly the open prairie where’ there is 
little or no cover, About 1914 the rap- 
id decline in the numbers of the ante- 
lope in Canada was brought to the at- 
tention of the Dominion Government 
and the necessary steps for their pro-

success owing to the effecis of the

that only in a large area where they 
are unaware of their confinement 
would the antelope survive in num- 
bers. The original herd at Nemiskam 
Park, which numbered 42 head, was 
secured through the simple method of 
building a strong wire fence around 
them with the minimum of disturb- 
ance, There are still a number of an- 
telope outside thig enclosure contem- 
plating with natural curiosity their 
more fortunate brethern within the 
park. Sometimes. by methods that any 
stockman will readily understand, the 
Warden, by the adjustment of fences, 
is able to grant admission to many of 
these applicants for sanctuary. 

To the antelope’s innate curiosity 
may be ascribed his greatest Manger 
of destruction, At the first sight of an 
enemy he bounds aWay-at thé speed 
of a race horse, but unless pursued he 
is apt to turn back and investigate the 
cause of his flight.. If the enemy is 
armed with a rifle and is a good sh‘t, 
the fate of the luckless antelope is 
sealed the moment he comes within 
range, All sorte of ruses were resort- 
ed to in olden days in order to “toll” 
the victim within striking distance. 
Sometimes waving a red handkerchief 
had this effectc, or even lying on one’s 
back and kicking one’s legs in the air. 
The antelope, not accustomed to such 
peculiar behaviour, came back for a 
closer look, thinking perhaps that his 
eyes may have deceived him, but alas,
